1. ESTIMATED QUANTITIES
The quantities set forth in the specification document are
approximate and represent the estimated requirements of
the County for the contract period.
Items listed may or may not be inclusive of County
requirements for this category.
Categoryitems notlisted, butdistributed by bidder are to be
referred to as kindred items. Kindred items shall receive the
same percentage of discount or pricing structure as items
listed in the specification document.
The unit prices and the extended total prices shall be used
only as a basis for the evaluation ofbids. The actual quantity
of materials necessary may be more or less than the
estimates listed in the specification document, but the
County shall be neither obligated nor limited to any
specified amount. The County will, if possible, restrict
increases/decreases to 20% of the estimated quantities
listed in the specification document.

2. CONTRACT PERIOD
The contract term is for one (1) year, with option to renew for
additional one (1) year terms, not to exceed two (2)
renewals. Total contract term not to exceed three (3) years
as 36 consecutive months.

Bidder shall submit two (2) complete sets of the bid documents and all supporting material. All appropriate blanks
shall be completed. Any interlineation, alteration or erasure on the specification document shall be initialed by the
signer of the bid. Bidder shall not change the proposal form nor make additional stipulations on the specification
document. Any amplified or qualifying information shall be on the bidder's letterhead and firmly attached to the
specification document.

Bid prices shall be submitted on the Proposal Form included in the bid document.

Bidders may submit a bid on an "all or none" or "lump sum" basis, but should also submit a quotation on an item-
by-item basis. Bidding documents shall be clearly marked indicating the kind of proposal being submitted.

Each bid must be legibly printed in ink or by typewriter, include the full name, business address, and telephone
number of the bidder; and be signed in ink by the bidder.

A bid by a firm or organization other than a corporation must include the name and address of each member.

A bid by a corporation must be signed in the name of such corporation by a duly authorized official thereof.

Any person signing a bid for a firm, corporation, or other organization must show evidence of his authority so to
bind such firm, corporation, or organization.

19.1  Any bid for public improvement shall comply with Nebraska revised Statute 77-1323 and 77-1324. Indicating; every
person, partnership, limited liability company, association or corporation furnishing labor or material in the repair,
alteration, improvement, erection, or construction of any public improvement shall sign a certified statement which
will accompany the contract , stating that all equipment to be used on the project, except that acquired since the
assessment date, has been assessed for taxation for the current year, giving the county where assessed.

AFFIRMATIVE ACTION
20.1 The City of Lincoln-Lancaster County Purchasing Division provides equal opportunity for all bidders and encourages
minority businesses and women'’s business enterprises to participate in our bidding process.

CONTRACTUAL AGREEMENT

21.1  County will furnish three (3) copies of the Contract to the successful Bidder who shall prepare attachments as
required. Insurance as evidenced by a Certificate of Insurance, surety bonds properly executed, and Agreement
signed with the date of signature shall be attached.

2.1.2 The prepared documents shall be delivered to the County within 10 days (unless otherwise noted).

2.1.3 The County will sign the Contract Agreement, insert the date of signature at the beginning of the Contract
Agreement, submit the Agreement to the County Board of Commissioners for approval and signature.

2.1.4 Upon approval and signature from the Board, the County will return one original to the Contractor.
